The Ressians and Their Elepbant—

tet Rid OF.

| Now we come ipto a piosperons new 
city. Block after block of magnificent 
businese houses, elegant and spacious 
hotels, delightful private residences, 
commodions and imposing public 
buildings, and all the internal evi- 
dences of materia! prosperity, speak 
of the better days that have followed 
the years of strife. Greater than all 
this change in the outward appearance 
of the place is the change in the feeling 
of the people toward the people of the 
north, if anything can be predicated in 
the manner of the reception of the 
president. It was not known until the 
morning of the day before he came that 
he would be here at all. There is no 
ready means of spreading the news 
through the state, as there is near Cin- 
cinnati. Consequently the crowd that

Passing 
among the groups of people, after the 

speeches are over, one may hear stout 

declarations of adherence to the demo- 
cratic party. Now and then one may 
even hear a man say he doesn’t regard 

Hlayes as president—that his inaugu-

Friday that the president could come. 
They hung out all the flags they had, 
however, and gave him what, after all, 
was the best of all forms of greeting, a 
vast, enthusiastic, and sympathetic 
multitute to hear him speak. The 
throng assembled around the stand 
stretched far béyoud the reach of the 
most powerful voice, and it was curious 
to see how the shap yeils of applause 
the characteristic southern cheer 
started by the thousands who could 
not hear. The meaning of this was that 
the entire multitude was in sympathy 
with the president and wanted to make 
him know it. Gov. Colquitt’s address 
was in excellent tone anu mauner, and 
1.0 aorthern friend of the policy ot paci- 
fication could have desired to have 
changed a word in it. The president 
seemed to be more than usually at ease, 
and to feel from the first that he held 
the audience in his grasp. Not even 
among his old friends and neighbors at 
l'remont, last week, did he appear more 
completely at home,and more confident 
ofa friendly reception. It was plain to 
one on the platform,looking in the eyes 
of the multitude, that the people liked 
his face and manuer to begin with, and 
before he had spoken a di: zen sen’ ences 
there could be no doubt that they liked 
his speech, for their applause was un- 
mistakably spontaneous and earnest. 
[t was gratifying to notice that they 
cheered with «qual heariiness the 
two fundamental principles of the pres- 
ident’s political creed, which he never 
fails to put forward: first, that the gen- 
eral government should regard alike 
the interests of all sections of the coua- 
try ; second, that the state and local 
governments should regard alike the 
interests and rights of al! classes and 
races of ciiizens. The president spoke 
more plainly than heretofore about the 
withdrawal of troops from the south, 
telling the colored people that he was 
satisfied that in the past six months 
their rights had been better respected, 
and they had suffered iess outrage and 
wrong than during any other six 
months since the war. He referred to 
the oft-repeated saying that he had 
only done what Re was compelled to 
do, declaring that it was true, but that 
the compulsion was his oath to uphold 
the constitution, Among the many 
dignitaries and leaders of opinion who 
sat upon the platform, as well as in the 
immense throng below, there seemed 
to be a unanimous opinion about the 
speech—a cordial and emphatic ea“ 
dorsement. 

A single feature in the demonstra- 
tion deserved criticism. Not one of 
the three or four military companies 
present carried the stars and stripes, 
and the company nearest the platform 
bore a painted blue banner on which 
the central device was arebel flag, 
surrounded by clouds and stars The 
men of one company wore red and 
White cockades, the colors of the con- 
iederacy. There were national ban. 
ners though on the buildings and flag- 
staffs near by; but there young Geor- 
gia soldiers besitate, it would seem, to 
carry the flag of the country, and actu- 
ally flung before the face of the pres~« 
ident the symbol of the rebellion. ‘T'rue, 
the very men who marched under 
this sy.nbol applanded the president

THE PRESIDENT 


spoke as follows: 
“Ladies, Gentlemen and my Friends 
of Charlottesville and Albemarle 
county: We accept your inyitation 
with great pleasure, and it now gives 
me g eat gratification to exchange sit- 
uations. We are now at the end of our 
appointments, during which we have 
passed through five of the greatest 
states of the union, four of which were 
large slaveholding states, aad that 
which rejoices me more than anything 
else is the fact that everywhere we have 
found growing and increasing senti- 
ments in behalf «f the union and the 
constitution, which regards alike the 
interests and rights of every section and 
every state, and which regards alike 
and equally all classes without distinc- 
tion of race or color. The equality 
under the laws of all citizens is the 
corner-stone of the struciure of restored 
harmony, from which the ancient 
friendship is to rise. I am going in 
the pathway which your illustrious 
men led—your Jefferson, Madison, 
Monroe, and your Washington. Our 
hope is that the people of the whole 
country will unite to reconcile the 
feeling which prevailed when the union 
was formed. We wish the harmony 
our father gave us preserved and trans- 
mitted to those who come after. ‘This 
is the want of your future. Uniting in 
sentiments ‘like these, there is no rea~ 
son why there should be any distinc- 
tion between north and south. That 
wise man whose home was 
here saw plainly the danger in the tu- 
ture. Jefferson, in 1820, during the 
Missouri controversy, spoke of the ag- 
itation of that question as the fire bell 
in the night, In due time he clearly 
saw what would comeon us. Efforts 
at compromise by wise and patriotic 
men delayed the subject from time to 
time, but in the course of events the 
question had to be submitted to the 
arbitrament of war.

A short stop was made, 
and the president made his appearance 
on the rear platform, and was greeted 
with loud cheers. In answer to calls 
for a speech, the president said the 
time was too shortfor speaking. They 
were now near the end of a long jour- 
ney through four of the old slave- 
holding states, and he felt he had spo- 
ken longer and oltener than he dught 
to have done. His journey had been 
a most gratifying one. He had found 
that the correct and true sentiment and 
desire of the people was to return to 
the former friendship and good teeling 
with all sections, and he found that the 
sentiment in these states was identical 
with that of the New England states, 
through which he had recently jour- 
neyed.

The rope was cut, but Shifllett’s neck 
was not broken by the fall and he died 
by strangulation.

rhea, if arrangements for irriga- 
ting were made, one would 
be at the best possible advantage 
for producing this fruit in its greatest 
perfection. Strawberries require a great 
deal of water—more water than ma- 
nure ; in fact, if they could be supplied 
with an abundance of water, no other 
mmanure would le necessary. We have 
seen it stated that the berry has dou- 
b'ed its size in twenty four hours when 
subjected to a constant drip from a 
water cart. The roots of the straw- 
berry grow near the surface. They 
will not, therefore, thrive on a dry, up- 
land soil, for not only will the fruit be 
smaller and inferior, but when the hot 
summer suns evay orate the scant sup- 
ply of moisture, many of the plants 
will die. 

After the ground has been prepared 
as above described, lay off the plat in 
lines drawn at right angles,two feet 
apart each way, and set a plant in each 
check, Cultivate-each plant to itself,lop- 
ping off all runners as they appear, co 
as to make it grow into a large, bunchy 
stock. Thisis decidedly preferable to 
allowing the runners to grow and have 
the bed present the appearance of a 
mass of matted vines. Our experience 
is favorable to muiching in the spring, 
but by no means cover up the plants 
with atraw or leaves inthe winter, if 
von do not wish toimpair their vigor 
and hardiness, 

When the first warm ravs of the sun 
in early spring cause the plants to put 
on the green leaf and manifest a dispo- 
sition to grow, give them a thvrough 
working by first plowing, spading or 
digging up the ground, to let the 
warmth of the sun to the roots, then 
hoe or rake the dirt level and remove F 
all appearance of grass and weeds. A 
bull tongue run twice in eech row will 
serve well tor the purpose of first 
breaking tbe earth. After this a 
mulching of rotted leaves or straw, or 
both, thickly spread in the rows and 
around the plants may be done to great 
advantage and no more work will be 
required till strawberry season is over.

It seems that 
a partcf pis object in coming eouth was to refute 
the charge tha: he had gond back on the men 
who elected him He vaid what he had done 
was under his oath of office'and in accord nee 
with hisdu'ty. He said he knew no color, no 
class; he knew no north, nd south no east, no 
wert. His only purpose,: he said, was to 
guarantee equa! rights and protection to a'l. 
That is all that any of us Want and we will sup- 
port bim in that as ‘ony as fe holds the execu- 
tive chair. We nad have a‘great deal of strife 
in this country for twelve years past. We have 
charged the cause first upon our friends at 
home and then upon our fiends abroad. But 
much lies at our doo’, Mr. Hayes said he de- 
sired to see where ll Was, 80 he took the bayo- 
net from off the breasis of the people.

Hampton aud Gov’ Nicholls have been 
faithfully carried out ang equal rights and 
equai liberties are e! joyed there by both 
whites and blacks. [ Applause. | There
